Kentucky Cattle— Imincnao Profits 
Made on them by a Wiacousin 
Dealer. 

The Chicago "Journal's" lottorfrom 
Waukegan, 111., says: 

Hon. M. H. Cochrane, member of 
the Canadian Senate from tho province 
of Quebec, and Simon Boatle.of Whitc- 
vaile, province of Ontario, havo just 
purchased from George Murry, Ila- 
cino, Wis., about one half of his so- 
loot hord of short-horns. The pur- 
chase is said to bo the largest in 
amount ever made at private sale in 
this country, including in all fourteen 
head, among them six females of the 
celebrated Duchess tribe, and eight 
females of the other choico, popular 
families. The price paid for the lot is 
not as vet made public, but must be 
in the vicinity of $100,000, for it is a 
well-understood fact that soon after 
the great Now York Mills sales, held 
near'Utica, N. Y., in September, a 
year ago, Mr. Murry refused $15,000 
each for tho six Duchosses of Slaw- 
eondalo, which are included in tho 
purchase. 

The cattle will be shipped in a day 
or so to Mr. Cochrane's farm at Hill- 
hurat, Canada. Peculiar interest will 
attach to this important sale from the 
fact that Mr. Cochrane has loug been 
recoguizod as a leader of tho "Booih" 
party in this country, owing, perhaps, 
tho most valuable herd of "Booth" 
cattle in the world. His purchase of 
tho six pure Duchesses, which aro re- 
garded as 'par excellence' of "Bates" 
blood, together with tho other females 
ia which "Bates" blood predominate, 
will undoubtedly bo hailed by the 
"Bates" men as a concession to thair 
side.

In wollfeigneu iuuignation tho lo- 
cal organ returns to tlio subject-, ol 
non-payment of workmen by the Gov- 
ernment, and this time it devotes n 
loading article of more than n column 
to coarso abuse of this journal. The 
sum-total of our offending was the 
publication, a few days ago of a com- 
munication from a highly respectable 
settlor at Tavillion, stating us a fact 
within bis own knowledge that men 
who Lad been working for the Gov- 
ernment pould apt get their pay and 
that in some instances from $150 to 
$250 was due thorn, and asking for 
information respecting this strange 
state of affairs. It is for publishing 
this letter that the organ abuses us 
like a very old fishwife; and, as is its 
habit, it charges us with having manu- 
factured the letter in question. Now, 
although the irate organ ill deserves 
such consideration, we will even con- 
descend to put it in possession of a 
few facts which, could we believe it 
honest, would be calculated to change 
in wrath to confusion, — and mark, 
viper, how plain a talc shall put thee 
down. As has already been stated, 
the communication was- genuine ami 
received and published in good faith; 
and if "Doubting Thomas" will call 
at our oilico ho can satisfy himself on 
that point. Nor was that the only in- 
timation wo had received from beyond 
the Cascades of similar import. But 
in order the moro thoroughly to as. 
sure ourselves, before publishing the 
letter, we applied to two gentlemen in 
this city who had recently come from 
the interior and who possessed the 
very best means of knowing, and we 
wcro assured by these gentlemen not 
only that the allegations in the letter 
were perfectly truo, but that the grie- 
vance was by no means confined to 
the cases adverted to hy our corres- 
pondent. Moreover, wo were, at the 
snne time, assured by a gentleman 
whoso position afforded a suf- 
ficient guarantee of his moans of j 
knowing, that the Government had 
actually run short and stopped pay- 
ment. Whatever the cause might be, 
we ascertained beyond tho possibili- 
ty of reasonable doubt that payment 
was refused and that a very great in- 
jmtict was being done to honest, hard- 
working men. Was ourjeontcmporary as 
careful to assure itself, befure publish- 
ing Baldwin's libelous card.of the truth of 
tho allegations therein contained? 
How^very sensitive it is, how exces- 
sively tender is this libeler of private 
character of the reputation of the Gov- 
enment. It will greedily libel worthy 
private citizens for four dollars ahead 
and run risk of getting into the chain- 
gang; but let an independent and 
fearless journalist tell tho simple truth 
about the Government, and, with well- 
feigned horror, it will turn out the 
white of its eyes aud preach about li- 
beling "and injuring the country. That 
is always its cry whenever its masters 
are corn ired,— as if official misdoing 
and injustico could not be exposed 
and denounced without indicting in- 
jury on country. No doubt such a 
theory would bo extremely convenient 
to Ministers, but it would scarcely suit 
an independent press or conduce to 
tho true interests of the country. ft 
would be similar to tho shortsighted 
folly of concealing tho presence of 
small-pox and refusing to adopt any 
preventive measures for fear ot letting 
ono's neighbours know. Referring to 
this journal, the organ says: "Were 
it thus to assail private interests, it 
knows the result would bo an action at 
law for libel," and it proceeds lo de- 
liver a homily on libel in its relation 
to individuals and to Governments. 
It must ha admittc d that our contem- 
porary ought to know something about 
libeling individuals, for it has done a 
good deal at that sort, of thing; but 
when it undertakes to lecture us on 
the subject it proves itself dead to all 
bciiko of bliauio or decency. In so fur as 
aeeasing this journal of libeling and in- 
juring the country and "assailing private 
interests" is concerned, it will bo suffi- 
cient to refer to its own attempt only the 
other day to decry tho country and pro- 
vent the oontraotor for tho Canadian Pa- 
cini! Telegraph getting workmen, ami to 
observe tliat, under prosuro of a law- 
yer's letters, it has since- discovered that 
"three hundred axemou will shortly bo 
required" for n work which, only last 
week, it sought to croato tho impression 
would not bo carried out at all— was a 
fraud, in fact.

In an artielo on the subject of Lord 
Carnarvon's alleged interference on tho 
Columbia difficulty tho Loudon Advertiser 
sttvn:— 

Wo trust that no Canadian Minister 
will for ono moment submit to any such 
interference, as any such submission 
would degrado the country and stump 
forever tho man w ho yielded as being 
wanting in oourogo and capacity. Mack- 
tin describes, men who have risen to high 
Honors by bowing. His man of the world 
could never stand straight in tho pro 
senco of a great man. The breed in Ca- 
nada aro politically dead. There 
have been politicians in Canada 
who have hidden for Imperial 
honors by sacrificing tho interests _ ol 
their country at the instance of Downing 
Street. Several Colonial Secretaries 
bave, at various times, sought in some 
degree lo revive the ancient policy of 
that ofRoo. The Dtlko of Newcastle, 
while Colonial Secretary, proposed to 
tho Macdonald-Sicotte Government that 
t lie control of the militia should bo Riven 
up to the Colonial office, which propo- 
sition was promptly and energetically 
rejected. Wo had in the case of the 
Washington Treaty the control of the 
navigation of tho St. Lawrence taken 
from us without being in any way con- 
sulted. Our people were indignant. 
They prize too highly the principle- of 
self-government to regard with iudiffer- ] 
enco anything Lord Carnarvon may say 
upon the subject of the Taeilie Kailway. 
L'here may bo some politicians who will 
sacrifice the interests of Canada and blast 
its future at the instance of an Imperial 
Miuiatar who is without the data iiccums- 
to form an intelligent opinion. Wo 
t hink, however, the raco is well nigh 
extinct. Aud it will not very soon bo ro- 
suscitated. Every Canadian knows that 
the [lowers ol self-government which have 
been conceded to us have become too 
narrow to enable us to adopt tho policy 
which our commercial interests demauii; 
and the Colonial Minister must', indeed, 
be ill-informed with regard to tho affairs 
of this country, who oan suppose for one 
moment that a Cauadiou Ministry can 
change their policy and disappoint pub- 
lic expectation at the instance of one who 
must have very much less knowledge of 
the subject. 

There is nothing in tho policy of the 
Canadian Government of which British 
Columbia can reasonably complain. She 
receives, at this motuent,three dollars for 
every one that, she contributes. She is 
thus being built up w ith tho money of 
the other Provinces. Her demands for 
».he enforcement ofamad and fraudulent 
project point rather t" the private advan- 
tage which a small population must do- 
rive from the expenditure of a large sum 
of money than to any permanent benefit 
that the country can derive from carrying 
it out. Her discontent arises from greed 
rather than patriotism. 

Canada was pledged to Ontario for 
the enlargement of the canals Before 
British Columbia became a member of 
the Union. It is high time, in the in- 
terests of commerce, that this pledge wan 
redeemed, and when redeemed it will be 
ut tho expense of Ontario. 

The policy upon w hich Mr. Mackenzie 
went to the country, so far us the Pacific 
Railway is concerned, was sufficiently ex- 
plicit. The policy was sustained by an 
overwhelming majority at the polls, and 
those who sustained it are not likely tn 
permit themselves to ho disregarded at 
the instance of Mr. Walkem or Lord Car- 
narvon.

From Nanaimo.— The steamer Maude 
arrived about 6:30 p. m. last ovoning, 
bringing the following passengers: Mr. 
and Mrs. Le.uk, and Messrs. Leiser, I 
Stylos, K. George, W. Hosey, C. Smith, 
Klein, Bush, Lee, Kicholsou, and Sny- 
der k Davis' road party, consisting of 19 
men. She reports the bark Constitusion 
at Wellington mine, the park Welling- 
ton lying in the stream waiting to dis- 
charge ballast, ami tho bark Sonoma load 
ing at Departure Bay. The ice extends I 
about a mile and a half from shore at 
Cowichan Bay and the shipment of pro- 
duce and stock was rather slight owing 
to tho weather. 



Nanrumo ts. Victoria. 

In Soptember last, the trustees of tho 
Nanaimo Public Sehool called for ten- 
ders for desks and seats, enclosing school 
property, blocking base of scheolhouse, 
painting the interior and supplying and 
fixing window blinds: tenders wcro re- 
coived nnd tho lowest accepted by the 
local trustees. On being forwarded to 
the Superintendent and Board of Educa- 
tion tbey were thrown out, as being to 
expensive. On Saturday, 19th ult., ad- 
vertisements appeared in tho Victoria 
papers calling for tenders for certain im- 
provements to tho Nanaimo public Hchool- 
houso, aaid tenders were returnable on 
the following Wednesday, Dec. 23d., 
tlius giving tho mechanics of Nanaimo 
no chance whatever to tender on tho now 
specification*. The new specifications 
greatly reduco tho amount and quality of 
work to bo done, and consequently, the 
Victoria mechanics were enabled to ten- 
der for tho work at lower figures than 
our mechanics tendered to do the work 
on the first specifications. Any man can 
afford to do a rough board fence cheaper 
than ho can one that is mado three-fourths 
of surfaeo lumber and one fourth of plain 
nnd fancy picketting. Now tho point at 
issue is, why did the Superintendent of 
Education so arrange the time for receiv- 
ing tenders under the new and cheaper 
specifications, as to make it impossible 
for tenders to bo received at Victoria 
from the mechanics in this city. Further- 
more our school trustees knew nothing 
about tho now specifications or tenders 
until tbey saw the Victoria papers. In all 
soberness, wo ask, what is the use of elec- 
ting trustees if thoy aro to be ignored in 
this manner ? The Board of Local Trus- 
tees havo passed resolutions highly con- 
demnatory of tho entire transaction, and 
havo also decided not to nllow the work 
to be proceeded with. Thia is commend 
able.— Free Press.

British. Columbia and tlio 
Dominion Government- 



[From tho Torouto Olobe Dec. 38th.] 

The British Columbians we-e, more or 
less, tho victims of a deep-laid plot ion 
the part of the 1 ate Government of the 
Dominion to make the terms of union, 
and especially the Canadian Pacific IUil- 
road, tho basis of a grand scheme of po- 
litical corruption. They never intended 
to fulfil the agreement then arrived at; 
they know, for they did not lack ordinary 
shrewdness, that tho compact would be 
broken, and to a certain extent there is 
no doubt the negotiators on tho part of 
British Columbia know it too. When 
tho railway would havo been built, whe- 
ther it ever would have been built, if Sir 
John A, Maodo'nald had continued in 
power, is uncertain, for ho had so dis- 
credited the whole enterprise by tho 
scandals he had created out of it, that u 
complete ohango of men and a new plan 
of operations were necessary to ensure 
that national faith should bo kept with 
the Province and the country at large. 

Mr Mackenzie, on coming into power, 
lost no time in taking steps to rectify the 
orrors of his predecessors. Ho had been 
but a few months in ollitfo before he des- 
patched Mr. Edgar to British Columbia 
to endeavour to arrive at a good under- 
standing with the Local Government of 
tho Province. Mr. Edf<ar was authorized 
to propose very liberal terms as tho basis 
of a new arrangement. Ou tho 18;h of 
May last Mr. Edgar put his proposals in 
writing in a letter, iu which ho said: — 

"The Government is prepared to make 
new stipulations, and to enter into ad- 
ditional obligations of a doliuite character 
for tho benefit of tho Province. They 
propose to commence construction from 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo immediately, and 
to push that portion of railway on to 
completion with the utmost vigour, and 
in tho shortest practicable time." * * 
* * After entering somewhat further 
into detail, and stating that, us soon as 
tho lino on the Mainland could be located 
tho Government of Canada <coui<l make u 
road and construct a telegraph line ailing 
the entire route, Mr. Edgar says: "To a 
couutry like British Columbia it is con- 
ceded to bo an important point that not 
only the prompt and vigorous oommente- 
meut, but also the continuous prosecu- 
tion of the work of construction within 
tho limits of tho Province should bo 
guaranteed. Iu order, therefore, to se- 
cure an absolute certainty in this direc- 
tion, and although the length of tho lino 
falling within the Province ia estimated 
at only about one-fifth of the whole 
length, tho Dominion Government are 
disposed to concede to British Columbia 
that the moment the surveys and road on 
the Mainland can be completed there 
shall be iu each and every year, und even 
unilpr the most unfavourable circumstan- 
ces, during the construction of tho rail- 
way, a minimum expenditure upon works 
of construction wit/iin the Province of at 
least oue million and five hundred thousand 
dollars." 

However, ns we all know, Mr. Walkem 
chose to treat Mr. Edgar's communication 
iu a manner as foolish as it was offensive, 
and, evidently determined on making a 
grievance, scampered off to England to 
lay. as it was rather imposingly expressed 
by his friends, "his claim for justice at 
the foot of tho Throne." A'.uf the Pro. 
vlnctal Premier heen a i/ood ileal less 
i mpracticable nnd rather mor?. dignified he 
miglit, we dare sai/, hare got a't he will nou? 
obtain AND PEHH APS MOBE. It has 
always been the policy of tho Domini- n 
to hudd the railroad, always the desire of 
Canada to act fairly towards British 
Columbia, and Mr. Mackenaio has already 
— as it well known — anticipated nay re- 
sult from Mr. Walkem 'a mission by 
pushing forward the construction of the 
telegraph, completing the surveys, and 
preparing for the building of tho road 
itself, tho mainland terminus of which 
has now for soiiio timo been determined 
upou. 

The iusso of all his fussinoss is much 
the same as though Mr Walkem had stay- 
ed at homo. air. Mackenzie was of course 
willing enough that Mr. Walkem should 
air his troubles on a transatlantic trip at 
his own or British Columbia's expense, 
and Lord Carnarvon knew porfeotly well 
that the Canadian Government could as 
well he trusted to do justice 
to British Columbia without his interven- 
tion as with it. However, ho has, wo un- 
derstand, with the consent of tho Gover- 
nor of Canada, recommended certain ar- 
rangements answering Pen/ closely to those 
proposed by Mr. Mackenzie before Mr. Wul 
hem vent to England at all. Lord Carnar- 
von recommends the consrtuotioii of a 
railroad iu Vancouver Island, from Es- i 
quimalt to Nanaimo, That was offered by 
Mr. Mackenaie last May. Lord Carnar- I 
von recommends that tho surveys ou the 
Mainland should he carried on with vig- 
our. The people of Canada know that | 
the work of surveying, except in no far 
as it has been completed, has never been 
relaxed for a niomeut. Lord Carnarvon 
flraposes the construction of a telegraph line 
and weggon road ahead of the railroad. 
These works, indicated in Mr. E^dgar'a: 
letter, are in progress, already. Lord 
Carnarvon reooapnepda t bo expenditure 
of a minimum sum of 82,000,000 annually 
in tho Province during the period the 
work of construction is going on. Mr. 
Maokenaie proposed yl. 500,000. but 
also n minimum outlay, so that 
in all probability there is no 
practical difference between the two pro- 
posals. Lord Carnarvon indorses the 
universal sentiment of Canadians that the 
eastern section from Lake Superior to 
Lake Nipissing should not Uo 1 pressed 
forward until tho Lino from tho Pacific 
to Lake Superior is completed, and ho 
suggests Deo. 31, 1800, as tho date by 
which tlio lino ao limited should bo in 
working order. It was not proposed by 
tho new Pacific Railway Aotto enforce 
any limitation of time upon the Govern- 
ment, but wo suppose Mr. Mackenzie* has 
no doubt tho road can bo built in tho 
period spnuil\od, aud, as everybody wants 
to see it built, probably no particular 
harm is done by naming the date for its 
completion. The fact, therefore, is thnt 
tho Qulxotio claimant for "justice" from 
"the Throne" hns boon simply QQgRged 
as a perform* r iu a new Ycv^ion of the

Win, Cullen Bryant and 
Peter Cooper were amongst tho last to 
arrive and were heartily cheered. August 
Belmont called the meeting to order. 

Tho colored citizens of Now York met 
last night to pay a tribute of respeot to 
tho late Gerritt Smith. 

Chicago, Jan. 12. — King Kalakalua 
and party arrived here this morning and 
were receioed at the depot by tho Mayor 
and a committee of the City Council who 
escorted them to tho Grand Pacific Hotel 
where quarters bait been prepared for 
them.

Philadelphia, Jan. 12— A West Ches- 
ter, Pa., dispatch says thu t Government 
paper mills near thnt place on Saturday 
last wore placed under charge of Gov 
ernment detectives and that a force of 
lady clerks from the treasury department 
at Washington havo arrived and will pro- 
ceed to lake account of stock.
